Fred I. Kent, vice President of the Bankers Trust Co. of 


New York, says in a recent interview that only America can 
end militarism in Europe. It can be done, he holds, by the ap- 
pointment of an American commission "to negotiate agree- 
ments that will end militarism in return for the uplifting of the 
tremendous bureau of international debt." If Europe cannot 
win, he warns, "our whole civilization is in< danger of crash- 
ing." 


This is a dire prediction, but it can be taken with some dis- 


count because it is made for publication in support of an argu- 
ment that the only way to save Europe is for the United States 
to cancel the debt owed by our Allies. He does not favor a full 
cancellation—about 60 or 70 per cent, only that part spent by 
the Allies for "guns, ammunition, war materials, food for sol- 
(£eis, or for any other purpose which was really part of the 
common cause and for the protection of the lives of our boys." 


"Mr. Kent may be right in his views, especially as to the pro- 


portion of the debt to be cancelled, but if-this is distinctively a 
measure to end militarism it would be wise for us to be as- 
sured first whether Europe really wants to end it. We should 
have evidence of entire conversation from the old fallacy that 
war is beneficial. For centuries continually there has been war 
or a threat of one in Europe. Following the theory that a great 
conflict demonstrates the courage of a nation and that without 
one people grow weak and spineless, many causes of war have 
been invented deliberately in the chancellories of Europe. 


We stand ready and willing to help the nations overseas at 


the proper time and that will be when they convince us that, 
when the present difficulties have been adjusted, they will not 
fan their jealosies and plot another war in the belief that one 
is as necessary to clear 'the atmosphere as a thunderstorm in 
summer. The disarmament conference gave some proof of a

In addition to the regular maintenance work, funds 


have been provided for an unusual amount of permanent 
improvements, of which the most important are as follows: 


Paving State Street, Rebuilding Sagamore Bridge, 


Sidewalk Construction, Sewer Construction, Incinerator 
Plant, Tide Gates North Mill Bridge, Paving Miller Avenue. 
Construction of the incinerator plant has been 
delayed. 


Work on the tide gates and Miller avenue projects has not 
commenced.

As soon as papers are passed and the 
city receives deed of the school and playground sito this project will 
be taken up. A preliminary appropriation has been made and is now 
available.
